Thousands of communities have made sure that in 
their schools hungry kids eat that one good meal a 
day, 9 months a year. The United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, through its Agricultural. Mar- 
keting Administration, has supplied food free to 
help make these lunches possible. This food is 
furnished as part of the USDA program to step up 
consumption of farm products and to increase market 
outlets for farmers.
